Ho Preserves a Studied Silence-Cred- 
itable Breoi'd as a Sol- 
dier. 



Story of the Shooting Detailed by 
the Young- Boy— Little 
Mildred. 



Vancouver, Doo. 24.— (Special.)— Fred 
Ashford, who murdered hia wife and child 
on Saturday morniDg, preserves a Btudied 
ailonoo. He was lot out of his cell to-day, 
but his manner bocamo so oacentrio that it 
was feared he would mofco an attempt at 
suicide, and he was again lockod up. Aah- 
ford was married to a soldier's daughter in 
India in 1873, and four out of thoir b!x 
ohlldron woro born choro. Papors found 
among his effects thow that ho was highly 
thought of by hia officers, and, bofore retir- 
ing, woa rocommonded for promotion 
from tho ranks. Tho oldoBt boy 
is very intelligent and with remarkable 
coolnesa detailed to tho polico officers 
tho story of I ho tragedy mi hour aftir it hud 
takoD placo. It appears that Ashford on 
tha night of tho murder brought homo a 
small present for each of the children, and 
shaking a small Kjuaro box said, " I'll show 
you what'a in this aftor a while, wlion I got 
some Bleop." In this box was tho weapon 
with which he took tho life of his wifo and 
child. An inquoat wilt be held on Friday 
next. Tho funeral of tho mnrdored woman 
and child takes plaoo on Chri3tma« day. 
Mildred, the little girl ahob in tho hoad, ia 
doing woll at tho hospital. Sho doos not 
know that her mother is doad, and asked 
why her mamma did not c»ll to see how 
aho was. The quory whether Santa Claus 
visits tho hospital or not, made by tha poor 
little sufleror, will no doubt reach tho notica 
of Santa Claus himself through tho publio 
press. Something should be said in praise 
of the oonduct of otficor Crawford, who did 
all a man could do with diapatoh and intel- 
ligence 

UNPLEASANT EPISODE. 

Hon. Mr. Laurler Disturbs the Harmony of 
the Commercial Travellers' 
Banquet. 

Montreal, Dec '24 — (Spocial)— The an- 
nual b*nquot of tho CommorcUl Travellers' 
Association on Saturday evening at tho 
Windsor hotel was largoly attended, but 
owing to the courae cf the leader of the op- 
position, Hon. Mr. Lauricr, has caused con- 
Btdorable talk about town. As announced 
tho principal ipoakerB were to bo tho Gov- 
ernor-General, Hon. Mr. Foster, Hon. Mr. 
Iiiurier and Hon. Mr. Curran. It was aftor 
oloven o'clock when Finance Miniator 
Foster was oallod on to reply to 
the important toast "The Commercial 
IoteroBts of Canada," following whioh 
oame " Tho Railway and Forwarding Inter- 
ests," whioh Vico-Prosident Shaughnesay, of 
tho Canadian Paoifio Railway, acknowledg- 
ed. It was, therefore, just before midnight 
when Mr. Lauder's turn oamo. Ho had, in 
tho meantime, spread out a large pilo 
of notes and documents as if to 
Indicate that ho had prepared a big 
apoech for the oooaBion. Instead, however, 
of proceeding with it or making any farther 
explanations ho coolly turned on Mr. FoBter 
with tho remark : "Tho Financo Minister 
is a monopolist and has monopolized tho 
timo. My noteB will keep till another oc- 
casion and will not b3 stale ; thoro will be 
another occasion for me to speak." Hon. 
Mr. Laurier'a courso on this occasion httB 
had tho effeot of disgusting tho majority of 
those present and among them some of hlB 
own followers. 



FINANCIAL COMPLICATIONS. 

Dllllfultles In Newfoundland Inereiislne;— 
Numerous Proposals to Solve the Bank- 
ing Problem. 

St Johns, Nfld., Deo 24.— The financial 
complications horo received a now develop- 
ment to-day from tho announcement in a 
telegram published in a government organ 
to the oilect that a bill toguaranteo the Union 
b-ink'a paper currency would bo introduced 
in the legislature either to night or on Wed- 
nesday. Schemes fir solving tho financial 
difficulty multiply daily. Tho latest is the 
establishment of a now bank, tho present 
concerns to go into liquidation, their 
paper being taken over by tho now 
bank at its valuation. Considerable 
opposition has already dovelopod towards 
the proposition for the government to extend 
aid to any banking institution whatovor, 
solvent or insolvent, and what tho result of 
this opposition will bo romainB n> bo deter- 
mined in the near futuro. Tho Union bunk 
mill standa high in tho estimation of the 
g"neral public, and its notes aro 
being taken into trade everywhere ; but the 
agitation for tho prosecution of tho directors 
and tho manager of tho suapondod Commer- 
cial bank shows no signs of cessation. It is 
impossible now to send post oflioo orders 
either to Kuropo or to America, as tho 
postal dopartmont horo has no means of 
transmitting monoy. 



SIR JOHN THOMPSON'S FUNERAL. 

The Countess of Aberdeen Will Present a 
Pall for tho Obsequies, 

Montreal, Dec. 24. — Tho Countess of 
Aberdeen has received permission of Car- 
dinal Tasohoroau to present a pall for Sir 
John Thompson's funoral. It will bo of 
white Irish poplin and cloth of gold, and is 
being made by tho aistors < f tho Good Shop 
herd. Lady Abordoon will herself sow tho 
croBS.

British Columbia Members Invited to 
Attend the Funeral of the 
Late Premier. 

Congratulations to the New Minister of 
Justice on His Assumption of 
Office. 



(From Onr Own Corrospondont.) 
Ottawa, Doo. 24.— It is probable that a 
speotal train will loavo Ottawa on Wednes- 
day morning next week diroot for Halifax, 
making a through run over tho Intercolonial 
railway in about twonty-four hours and 
landing tho representatives from the 
8ovoral provinces in Halifax on Thursday 
morning. 

Sir Charloa H. Tuppor took charge of his 
now depattment to day and received many 
letters and telegrams of congratulation, 
among them tho following : " The momoers 
of tho Quobeo legislative assembly belong- 
ing to tho profession heartily oougratulate 
you upon your appointment as Minister of 
JuBtioo." It ia Bigcod by tho Attornoy- 
Genorul and aeven members, irrespective of 
politics. 

Messrs. Prior, Earlo, Haslam, Corbould, 
Mara, Btrnard, M 's P.; Premier Davie, 
Spoake* Higgins, tho acting Chief Justice 
of the Supremo court, the Anglican and 
Roman Catholic bishops of ttritish Colum- 
bia, the President of the British Columbia 
Methodist conferenoo are otliciully invited 
to attend the state funoral of Sir John 
Thompson, to be held at Halifax next wook. 
Ab it is impossible to reach tho gentlemen 
personally, they aro asked to aooopt this 
publio invitation and to notify tho Minister 
of Railways if they will bo present. Trans- 
portation will be furnished them from 
Ottawa to Halifax and return to Ottawa, 



CABLE NEWS. 



Mailngnsrar Draws the Line. 

Paris;- Deo. 24. — A. diapatoh from An- 
tananarivo sayB that tho Malagassy govern- 
ment has published in full the correspond- 
ence between Lo Myre do Viliers, tho 
French envoy, and tho Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, already reported. Tho government, 
while granting tho French demandB as to 
dlplomatio representatives, French enter- 
prises on the island, the adjudication of tho 
Hova-French disputes and the boundaries of 
Diego Gualez, declines to forego the right to 
import munitions of war. 

VTar Apparently Imminent. 

City ok Mexico, Deo. 24. — Advices from 
Puebla state that a large force has been or- 
ganized in tho state of Guerrera 'for service 
in Guatemala in caao war is declared with 
that country by Moxioo. At tho port of 
Aoat ulco the government has made pre- 
paration for the quiok handling of troops, 
and their transportation by water to Gua- 
temala will bo easily accomplished should 
it be necessary for suoh a movement. 

Sir Charles Tapper Recovering. 

London, Doo. 24. — Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian high commissioner, is reoovoring 
rapidly from the influenza. This afternoon 
ho drove to the Dominion offices. 

DreyfusH the Traitor Knave. 

Paris, Dec. 24, — Tho Gorman embaeBy 
has issued a note donying that anybody con- 
nected with it ever had direct or indiroct 
relations with Capt. DroyfusB, or over mado 
an effort to have Capl. Droyfusa triod in 
camera instead of in open court. This 
sweeping donial ia tho German govern- 
ment's answer to tho sentencing of Dreyfuea 
for tho alleged betrayal of French military 
plans to tho embassy in Paris and to the 
violent attackB mado upon the ombaaEy by 
the press of Paris. 

A Sorrowful Scene, 
Berlin, Deo. 24. — A friend of lUBmarck'B, 
who has returned to Berlin, saya that tho 
old chancellor'a farewell to his wife'a body 
in Varzin waa tho most sorrowful scone of 
tho great man's life. Aftor leaving tho 
chapol, Bismarck took a seat under a fir 
treo on a near-by knoll, leaned hia chin on 
his walking stick and gazod long and intont- 
ly at tho grove. When ho tobo to go, ho 
moved slowly and haltingly as if reluctant 
to loavo tho spot. 

The Ctaclford Accident. 

London, Doo. 24.— The inquest in tho 
casos of tho persons killed in tho railway 
disastor near Chelford on Saturday, wac 
np«nnd at Cholford this evening. After tho 
bodies had boen identified by their friondB 
an adjournment waa token. 

Count Hnenster's Allescd Interference; 

Paris, Doo. 24. — Tho nowapapora hovo 
continuod to lay tho burdrn of Dreyfuss' 
treason at Count Mnenster'a door, despite 
his protcBt to M. Manotoux against their 
chargos. In tho last days thoy liavo reiter- 
ated with positivoness that (lount Muonster 
interferod to socuro a secrot trial so as to 
keop from general knowlcdgo tho fact that 
tho prosecution waa baaed on on Incriminat- 
ing lottor taken from tho ombasay. Tho 
Gorman noto closes with tho declaration 
that "all suoh etatomonta oro malioiouB 
fabrications." 



ARMENIAN COMMISSION. 

Impossible to Visit Bassoon— The Porte Denies 
Some of the Chartes Against the 
Turks, 

Constantinople, Deo. 24.— Owing to the 
Bovority of tho wintor it will porhopa bo 
impossible for tho commission of inquiry 
into tho Armenian outrages to viait Saaaoun. 
Morcovor it will bo difficult to proouro any 
oyo witness of tho masaacro, for tho sur- 
vivors hovo diaporBod to other prov- 
inces. Tho Porto denios tho reports 
that tho ArcbbiBhop of Marooh 1b impri- 
soned at Aleppo, that tho othor bishops ore 
imprisoned elsowliore, and that thirty Ar- 
menians hovo been oxecuted at Krzoroum. 
It Is admitted that twelvo hovo boon een- 
tonood to doath and five to ton years impri- 
sonment for murder and rapo, but it is said 
that tho sontonoes have not boon carried 
out. 



WAR IN THE ORIENT. 



Charges Against Admiral Tiug- De- 
clared to Be Unwarrantable and 
Unjust. 



Japanese Vessels Examining- the Shan 
Tung- Coast With a View to 
Landing-. 



London, Dec. 24, — A Tokio dispatch says 
the Japanese diet waa opened to day in o 
speech from tho throne, which waa read by 
tho Promier. The Emperor Bold : 

" Our foraeB have been viotorious and are 
steadily prossing forward. Tho neutral 
powers are more friondly than ever. Our 
long cherished aBpirationB for a revision of 
our treaties havo already boen fulfilled with 
eoveral countries and with othors negotia- 
tions aro progressing favorably." 

A Shanghai dispatch givea on extract 
from an artiolo in tho Shanghai Mercury 
which says : " Ono of the conditions of 
peace which tho Japaneao want in to enforce 
clono alliance with China against European 
influence. Japan also wishes to undertake 
tho reorganization of tho Chinese army and 
navy nnd aoeks tho control of tho Chineao 
government upon the same lines whioh she 
ottemptod in Corea. 

A Chot'oo dispotoh saya the mutiny of 
ChineBO troops at Weihuiwei ia ended, tha 
Boldiera having boon paid. 
1 A dispatoh from Shanghai Btatoa that tho 
third Japanese army iB reported to havo 
landed west of Choe Foo and aaptured Lai 
Chow, a seaport town in (lie provinco of 
Chang Lung, on tho south shore of tho gulf 
of Pechili. 

Tho Times correspondent in Tien Tain 
aoys : " The Chinese and foroign officers of 
the Chinese fleet have sent to Prinoe Kung a 
unanimous proteat aguiuat tho punishment 
of Admiral Ting for tha defeat of the 
squadron in tho battle at the mouth of the 
Yolu. They declare that tho charges 
against him oro unjust and that ho would 
roBign if ho should bo punished. Conse- 
quently an edict has bien issued continuing 
Ting in his command. It wob thoFoochow 
clique which ousted Admiral Ting. They 
conspired against Ting and prompted the 
censors to falsely accuse him in order to 
Rvengo tho execution of their comrada 
Captain Fong." 

Japaneao cruisera latoly havo been exam- 
ining tho Shang Tung ooaat. Thoy aoem to 
be selecting a landing place whence to 
threaten Woi Hai Woi. Shao Yea Loen 
is inelitgiblo for tho peace mission to Japan 
owing to tho foot that ho offered Towards 
for Japanese heads when ho waa governor of 
Formosa. 



THE GREAT STORM. 

LoBsesiof life and Property Immense— Spread 
Over the Const of the German 

Ocean. 

London, Dec. 24.— Dispatohos from the 
oontinent say that Northern Franoe and 
Germany suffered severely from tho storm, 
although the loss of life and property cannot 
be estimated aa yet. At Hamburg many- 
vessels went adrift and collided or grounded. 
Tho tide was tho highest seon since 1882. 
The lower portB of Wilhelmshaven, on tho 
North sea, are flooded, ond tho dykes would 
hove gone if the garriBon had not worked 
energetically for hours to Btrengthon thom. 
Lubick ond Colhorg oho Buffered muoa 
damage. 

Amsterdam, Deo. 24. — Heavy floods 
hove been caused by tho Hoods in Holland. 
Tho rivers Moos ond Rotto roso twelve feob 
inundating parts of Rottordam. Boats 
were used in the streots and in tho market 
places, which wero like lakeB. Many of tho 
dykes threatened to give way under the 
heavy pounding of tho sea. In ssv- 
erul placeo tho water succeeded la 
breaking through, and the country 
in tho vicinity of tho breaka ia flooded. 
Nino houaea collapsed. At Utrecht aovoral 
persona woro drowned by tho capsizing of a 
boat. Telegraph and toiephono wires woro 
every wheie broken. Tho bark Carolino, 
from Savannah for Hamburg, went ashore 
noar Kgmondseo and bocamo a total wreck. 
Her cirgo is boing washed upon tho beach. 
Part of her crow were drowned. 

In Rotterdam tho wotor roso twelvo foot 
abovb tho usual high-water mark. Tho 
streets woro undor two or tliroo foot of 
water, and tho inhabitants paddled about 
on rafts ard in boats. Tho dykos of the 
Mcuae and Ysaol wero strained soveroly 
along thoir lowor courses, At ono place u. 
largo bank let out a flood whioh covcrod a 
wide ora and did enormous damage. 

Throughout tho Netherlands and Bel- 
gium many persona wero injured and a 
fow woro killod by falling chimnoyB and 
timbor. Tho pilot outtor Lamaneur cap- 
sized off Dunkirk ond threo of tho crow 
woro drownod. 

Brussels, Deo. 24.— Tho atorm has) 
aausod much damage throughout Bolgium. 
Many of tho Belgian fishing boats oro miss- 
ing. 

Tho town of Dendormondo, at tho con- 
fluence of tho Donder ond Scholdt rivers, 
wob inundated by tho overflowing of tho 
Dendor. Tho inhabitants wore aroused 
by tho tocain and escaped, but the proporty 
Iosb is great. Tho villages of Audogomo, 
Dendervillo, Mospeloce, Appols and Baoa- 
rodo woro also Inundated.

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DESTRUCTIVE STORMS. 



Terrible Damage in Great Britain aud 
ou the Coast -Many Llvea 
Lost. 



Ireland Has a Severe Visitation-Yes- 
sels Blown Ashore iu Loniru 
Foyle. 



London, Doo. 23 — A terriblo galo pre 
vailed throughout Great Britain on Satur 
day. The clearing houso at Euaton station 
was unroofed and aeveral clerks injured. 
Owing to the fury of the gale all traffio in 
Liverpool has boen suspended. One tram 
oar waB blown into another on the Bame line; 
one person was killed and three wero in- 
jured. Two other persona were oruahed by 
a fulling wall. Two poople in Preston, one 
in Grimaby aid two children in Beoston 
were killed by falling walls. At 
Lancaster the wind blew the roof c(T 
a house and the whole atruoturo collapsed, 
burying threo persona in the oellar. All 
were seriously Injured. Several othor 
houses in course of building wero demol- 
ished. At Morecambo Bay several smacks 
wore Bunk. At Grimsby a workshop col- 
lapsed, burying thirty persona. One was 
killed and threo wero seriously iojurcd 
Telegraph linea. timbor, Btaoka, treon. eto , 
wero blown down in all directions. Ac 
Buxton the town hall was unroofed and 
partly wrecked. 

At Southport the life boata woro kept 
buay reacuiug the cmwn of two veosola. At 
Nowry a brewery ohimney was blown down, 
and the local railway was eo badly damag- 
ed that tralfio will have to be Buapendrd for 
several dayi. A chimDoy of tho Infirmary 
in Blackburn was blown down, crashing in- 
to the children's ward. Seven children 
wero carried down with the debris, and 
while policemen ond iiremon woro trying to 
rescue tho children, tho lower floor collaps- 
ed and all fell into the oellar. One police- 
man and Bix children wero eeverely injured. 

The birk Kirkmichael was driven on tho 
broakwaterat Holyhead, many Bailors being 
drowned, and she seems to be doomed to de- 
struction. Four of her retcued seamen have 
died of exhaustion. There are two men still 
aboard. Word came from Liverpool this 
evening t hit another vetS3l had foundered 
and fivei of her crew had been drowned. A 
lifeboat going to tho rescue was blown adrift 
and wrecked. In tho Mersey bix smacka 
were sunk. Four sailors are dying in tho 
hospital of broken heads. The Mersey forry 
was compelled to Btop running for aoveral 
hours, a most unusual occurrence. It is 
estimated that the wind blow oighty acven 
miles an hour. The sea rolled over the 
breakwater. The Norwegian barks Titania 
and Valhall parted their cables off Penmoe, 
Carnarvonshire, and wont ashoro. The 
Carnarvon lifeboat has been sent out to Bavo 
the arewi. The schooner Dart parted her 
cablo off Auglesei and groundod a few 
minutes later. Tho bark Lotos is aihoro at 
Southport. The 3.000 tons steamship 
Britiah Queeu loat two anchors with sixty 
fathoms of chain and wont ashore at Long 
Reach. She ia expeoted to float next tide. 

Reports from Ireland state that at Long- 
ford the streets are strewn with debris. At 
Belfabt three persons wore killed by falling 
walla, tho damage being enormous. A 
steamer ia ashore at Southend. The 
sohoonor Helen Mar ia reported wrecked 
near Ardmore, Ireland. Threo of the cew 
were drowned. Tho captain waa washod 
ashore exhausted. At LiBburn five faotory 
chimneys were blown down and great dam- 
age was done. A number of faotorioa and 
houses wero demolished. At Holywood, 
Downshire, aBchooner waB wrecked. 

A diapatch from Belfast says that several 
ve8aols were blown ashore in tho Lough. 
The crews of some of them have been 
rescued. Among the rescued are the cap- 
tain, hia wife and fifteen of the crew of the 
British bark Noel. They clung to tho rig- 
ging for aeven houra, exposod to a bitter 
nor'weator. The vessel was daahod to 
piecea. Tho northweat of Ireland seemB to 
have fared worao than any other part. 
Many caeualtlea havo been reported there. 
Tho breaking of tho telegraph wires delayed 
reports. It ia bolieved that parts of Scot- 
land also suffered badly. The British bark 
Innerwick at Fleetwood broke from her 
moorings, damaged a crane and lost her fore 
royal maBt. A bark supposed to bo tho 
Fueiu, Norwegian, and a steamer supposed 
to be the Shuld* are ashore at Fleotwood. 

ANOTHER SCENE. 

The French Chambers Witness a Remarkable 
Scene of Personality and Tumult— 
Another Duel. 

Pauls, Doo. 23. — Goneral Mercler, Min- 
ister t.f War, introducod in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday a bill providing tho doath 
penalty for Buch military traitors as Cap- 
tain Drejfuss. Deputy Jaures, Socialist, 
was delegated by hie party to domand tho 
abolition of the death penalty in tho army. 
In tho course of hia atuck upon tho govern- 
ment, he said that DreyfuBS had eucaped 
sentenco bocaubo tho government feared tho 
conBciueuces oi executing him. 

Premier Dupuy reproached Mr. Jnuros 
for voicing the theories of International 
Socialism on a bul ject which should appeal 
to every Kr> nehman'd loyalty. "You are 
tho internationalists," shouted Jaures in his 
reply, pointing to tho Ministers. You iavor 
tho Internationalism of Hobrow capitalists 
whom you screen and protect. Yet these 
Hobrow capitalists, whom you adopt oBycur 
wards, aro swindlors and scamps." 

Tho chamber was brought to a high pitch 
of excitemont by this harangue. The 
Bocialiate cheered upprovingly. Tho minis- 
ters interrupted tho speaker frequently and 
aa Jaures reached tho climux of his charges 
M. Berthieu. minister of public works, 
sprang to hia feet aud shouted " You lie, 
and you know you lie." 

Jaures' reply was drowned in a tumult 
which waa etillod ufter five minutes by the 
president/a bell. There wero many calls for 
the censuring of Jaures and eventually M. 
do Bflasou, tho proBident, requested him to 
withdraw his accusations. Jaurea refused 
flatly. Ho waa censured by the president, 
and expelled temporarily from tho chamber. 
The aittiDg waa udjournod in confusion. 
Jaurea bbuc hiB seconds to Herthieu, 
in tho event of whoso acceding to tho ar- 
rangements made by tho seconds tho dut 1 
will be fought with pistols at 25 paces 
Tho duol was tho main topic of discussion 
during tho intormlsaion, and the deputies 
woro at! 1 talking tho probable conditions 
when tho Bitting waa rosumod. Tnu previ- 
ous question was demanded by the govern- 
ment us soon as tho ohambor (Mine to order 
aud was oarriod against M. Jaurea' proposal. 
Alex. Miller, radioal, argued in a speech on 
Goneral Merclor's bill that oxinting laws 
would enable tho government to punish 
Dreyfua with doath. Lawyer Livoillo, 
republican, donlod UiIb. Eventually ur- 
goncy waa votod ou tho Morolor bill.

ARMENIAN COMMISSION. 

Instructions by the Porte as to tho Course of 
the Inquiry. 

Constantinople, Deo. 23.— The porto 
has agreed to instruct the foreign delegates 
who will acaompany tho Armenian oommis- 
slon that they are empowored, not only to 
Buggeat questions to witnesses, bub also to 
poraonaliy oxamlno thom. Abdullah Pasha 
has withdrawn from tho presidency of tho 
commission at the last moment and has been 
replaced by two offioialB from the ministry 
of Joshb Christ), who will start to-day for 
Erzoroum, where the membera of the oom- 
misBion are already assembled. Abdullah's 
reooll ia supposed to bB due to tho repre- 
sentations that ho is inferior in rank to 
Zodki PaBha, who ib Is allegod oommitted 
tho atrooitieB and will have to bo examined. 

Minister Terroll has not yet officially in- 
formed tho atato department of the acquieB- 
oonoo of tho Turkish government in the pro- 
position that tho United States consul at 
Sivas, Milo A. Jewett, should enter upon an 
independent investigation of tho alleged Ar- 
menian outrages, neither has any official ad- 
vice come to hand In regard to alleged 
strained relationa with European powers 
because of the reatrictions impoaod upon tho 
investigation. 

EVIDENCE ACCUMULATING. 

The Case of the Crown In the Hendershott 
Murder Case Materially Strengthened. 

St. Thomas, Dec. 21 —Tho oaao of tho 
Crown in tho Hondershott tragedy haa been 
still furthor atrongthenod by tho diECOvory 
of tho missing axe with which tho murder ia 
suppnsod to havo been committed. The oxa 
waa found houoath a log covered with bark. 
Tho handle was splintored and tho blado 
and handlo woro spotted with blood. An 
attempt had apparently been mado to wash 
tho blood from tho axo in a small pool near 
by. Tho axe was idoutifiod aa tho ono used 
by Wellor and Hendershott in tho woods. , 

RELIGIOUS REVIVAL. 

Tho Pope's Joy at Witnessing the Encourag- 
ing Signs. 

Rome, Deo. 24. — Tho oflioial journal of 
tha Vatic »n publishes the Pope's reply to 
tho Chriatmaa congratulations of tho College 
of Cardinals. His Holiness, as reported 
yostorday, dwolt upon tho need of recalling 
the religious spirit to tho armies, schools, 
parliaments and cabinetB of tho world. He 
also Bpoke of hia joy at witnessing evi- 
dences of a revival of rellgloua faith.

OHRISTMAS. 

Sceptics and cynics, when they aeo or hoar 
of any unusual manifestation of envy, 
hatred, malioo and all uncharitabloneas, are 
wont to exclaim with a sneer, " is this 
your boaated Christianity ? See what con 
turieB of preaching and teaching the religion 
of lovo have produced ! Ths implied ro 
proach and the anoor have an influence on 
persons who have not thought much about 
tho effecta produced by Christianity and 
oauso them to lend a favorable ear to those 
who Bpeak disparagingly of the Christian 
religion. But a little refl.-ction will 
show fair-minded persona that 
condemn Christianity bb a whole 
because somo of thoso who profesa and call 
themselves Christiana aro fooliah, weak and 
even criminal is both shallow and unfair. 
If, iuatead of condemning Christianity on 
account of the offences of the comparative 
few who, iu oppoaition to its teaching and 
despite ita influence, do wrong, they turned 
their attention to the effect it haa on the 
many who try to ahapo their lives in accord 
ance with ita preoopts, they would, if they 
were at all unprejudiced, spoak of it in a 
very different way. 

Every intelligent reador of history must 
aee that Christianity has bad an olevating 
and a humanizing effjet upon thoso who 
have been brought within tho sphere of its 
ioflaonce, and to a curtain, and by no means 
small, extent, even upou those who do not 
accept it aB of tiivino origin, 

Where do men get thoir idoas of what is 
right and what is wrong, what ia jusb and 
what is unjuat, of what ia pure and what ia 
impure, of what ia kind nnd what la un- 
kind, of what ia humane and inhumane, if 
not from tho Christian religion ? That re- 
ligion appeals to what ie behind noblest in 
human nature, aud it condemns and dis- 
countonanooa what is worst and moaneat. 
Men who live in a Christian country oannot 
dlvoBb themselves of tho influeneo of 
Christianity. It is in tho air they breat'v?, 
and whether they acknowledge it or not, it has 
its effect in educating thoir conscioncea and 
in direoting their conduct. 

Christianity for tho most part works 
silently and quietly, tho Christian virtues 
aro not oatcntatious. The Christian horoea 
and heroines aro often to outward appear- 
anco commonplace people. Many of them 
porform wondora of aolf-aacrifice without 
thoir being oonscioua of doing anything 
praiaoworthy or uncommon, They boar tho 
burdons of othera without a murmur. They 
do thoir duty— very ofton hard and distaste- 
ful — oheerfully. Tho lives of many of thorn 
are full of aots of self-aaorlfioo. The'world 
seldom hears of theao good noil-denying aoula 
but It would get aloDg very badly without 
them. It ia Christian prinoiplo thut givoB 
us homeB, and it ia tho oaaonco of all tho 
Bweot charities of life that aro tho ohief 
element of domestic happinosa t and ^social 
wellboing. 

What ia it that oauaeB oommuniticB to 
oare for tho widow and tho orphan, to pro- 
fide for tho sick and tho aflliotod, to take 
ohargo of tho poor and the neody and to es- 
tablish institutions for many beneficent pur- 
poses t Ia it not because Christiana are 
taught to " love thoir noighbora as them- 
selvos ?" It is this prinoiplo that haa oauaed 



charitable lnatitutiona to be established in 
all Christian lands. It has taken men a 
long time even partially to appreciate the 
gospel of peaoe on earth and goodwill 
to men, but tho careful observer will see 
that it is atill gaining ground. 

WarB havo not oeaBod, but men do not 
plunge into them as reoklesaly aa they did 
aud they aro not noarly ao oruol aa they 
were a century or ao ago. A moro reaam. 
ablo and a moro kindly spirit ia ob »:rvab!e 
in tho dealings of nations with each other. 
Lawa aro milder and punishments aro lesa 
severe. Men of different nations are begin- 
ning to reoognizo that they havo much in 
common and that it ib thoir interest to bo 
friendly and mutually helpful. Do not 
theao indications show ihat the leaven of 
Christianity ia working among tho nations 
and that in spite of a thousand opposing and 
antagoniatic forcoa it ia making headway. 
Not tho loaab significant of the eigne that 
Christianity has still a strong hold upon 
tho men of our race and our nation, ia the 
undiminished popularity of Chriatmas. Iu 
Great Britain and her Colonies and in tho 
United States Christmas ia tho great festi- 
val of tho year. It is hailed by all, old and 
young, aB the soaaon when Anglo-Saxon re- 
serve may with propriety be thrown off for 
a season, and people of all ranks and condi- 
tions may ahotv outwardly and visibly that 
they caro for each other and wiah each 
other well. Thoro ia, without doubt, aome- 
thing deopor and moro sacred at the bottom 
of Christmas usages and rejoicings than 
more custom. 



THE GOVERNMENT OF CITIES. 

It ia not a littlo singular that thoso who 
disapprove of tho bill relating to tho Gov- 
ernment of Cities do not attempt to diacusa 
tho meaBure. They abuse the introducer of 
tho bill and thoy tcold thoso who do not 
condemn it without deliberation. But we 
bog loavo to remind thorn once moro that 
abuse is not argument and eoolding and dia 
cussion aro two vory different things. 

They aasumo without reasoning or ex 
planatiou that there ia Bomothing dreadful 
in propoaing to have a city's affairs managed 
by Commissioners appointed by tho Govern 
orntuent assisted by a Mayor oleotod 
by the people instead of by 
Mayor and Aldermen all eleoted by tho 
people. Why do they not condescend to 
■ how in what the dreadf ulness of the pro 
position consists and why the mon who en 
tertain it are to be denounced? They 
appear to think that seme valuable, in fact 
almost sacred, political principle ia proposed 
to be violated. We should like to know 
what principle ? Ia it according to tho 
eternal fitness of things that a city muat bo 
governed by a Mayor and City Council 
elected by votora having just the qualifica 
lions whioh the oivio eleotora of Viotoria aro 
required to poaaoBS ? If this is the cas.3, 
thore are a great many cities in America 
and Europe that are not governed according 
to the eternal fitnees of things. 

We have a notion — we are almoat afraid 
to give expression to it— that thore are no 
more politics in managing a clty'a affairs 
than there are in managing tho affairs cf a 
bank or a joint stock oompany, and that 
those intcrosted aro free without violating 
any principle political or other, to chooBO tho 
form of management whioh they believe to 
be aafeat and moat efficient. 

The city of Victoria haa tried one form of 
city government, and wo aro very greatly 
mistaken if the majority of tho citizens are 
of the opinion that it hs.5 worked pv»n fair- 
ly well. It has been very expensive and it 
has not produoed results at all com- 
mensurate with the amount of money 
laid out. Ib appears to ua that there are a 
good many in the city of Vanoouver who 
are pretty much of the aame opinion as re- 
gards tho management of its affairs. What 
ia there then ao terribly wrong in giving tho 
majority of ita elootora a chance to chooeo 
another form of government for a little 
while. If the matter Is loft with them, we 
do not boo that there ia any reason to com- 
plain. If the majority of the eleotore, Bay 
of Vancouver, are oonvinoed that even 
ono man appointed by tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment or tho Governor-General would 
govorn tho oity batter than it haa been 
governed by a mayor and city council, tvo 
cannot aeo what prinoiplo there ia that 
Bbanda in the way of having a law onactod 
to carry out their wiahea. 

We aeo that our mild-mannered contem- 
porary, tho Vancouver Nowa-Advortiaor, 
argues in a rather singular way about a 
" bonign despotiam." It quotoe us as Bay- 
ing : " A despotism, if it ia a benign ono, 
haa its advantages," and Ihon to allow that 
our propoaitson is unsound, it inatances]tho 
Qztz of - P.usaia, who porBeouted tho J owe. 
A child can aoo that a despot who perse- 
cutes peoplo for their religious opinions is 
tho very rovorso of "benign." A writer 
who attompta to ur^uo in thia very dishon- 
est way must auroly be at a loaa for some- 
thing fair and reasonable to say in support 
of his views. Commissioners who will 
givo a oity whab City Connoila havo 
failed to givo it, who will manago ita affairs 
honestly and economically, who will nob add 
unneoesaarily to ita debt and will keep the 
different services in an cfiiclent condition 
would bo a sort of " benign doapotiam," and 
wo ask would it not bo preferable, at any 
rato for u time, to City Councila who would 
do thoir work badly and blunderingly and 
tho honesty and diaintereatednoBB of some of 
whoBO members might bo opon to quoation ? 
Our Vanoouver contemporary appoara to 
think ib surprising that anyono who haa 
contemplated tho boauties of popular gov- 
ernment uud witneasod ita effects 
Bhould tolorato a benign dospotism. 
More than ono oity of ihe United 
States, if wo do not mistake, has mado tho 
ohange whioh tho Advortisor Ib horrified to 
Beo proposed in British Columbia. What 
tho reault haa been wo aro not in a position 
to state, but we vontnre to say that tho 
CommiBflionora havo not left bo bad a rooord 



behind them as have some of the govern- 
ments ef United States oitta whioh havo 
been eleoted by universal suffrage. 

A WONDERFUL DISCOVERY. 

Tho eaBioat way Iu the world, aB our con- 
temporary tho Times haa found out, to oon- 
futo an opponent aud to show that ho has 
mado mistakes is to attributo to him words 
whioh ho did not uttor, aud to represent 
him aB oiting figures whioh ho did not pro- 
duoe. Our contemporary yesterday by this 
patent method showed that Mr. Haggart 
and the Colonist vvcro wrong in 
what they Bald about the Puhlio 
Debt of tho Dominion, Tho Col- 
onist B»id : " It is well known that tho 
Dominion assumed tho debts of the different 
Provinces its' they entered the Union. Tho 
amount of these debts was in round nurr- 
bora §10!). 000,000 " Our oritio says " Ib (tho 
Colonist) basoa Kb luteal figure trick upon 
tho falsification of tha aggregate amount of 
tho Provincial debt assumed by the Do- 
miuiou at Confederation, whioh it coolly 
placea at §109,000,000, bub almost in tho 
same breath exposes the trick by saying 
that the net debt in 1871 wub $108,000,- 
00O." 

Our contemporary forgets to inform its 
renders that tho debts of the Provinces were 
not all assumed " at C™f«doratiou " but at 
differont periods after Confederation, so that 
its discovery — if it waB a dieoovery — of our 
alleged falsification was uothiog bettor than 
a maro'a nesb. Oar critic evidently doos 
not know that all tho Provinces did not 
enter tho Confederation at tho aamo time,

MR. LOUIS KEDON. 

Death of tho Well Known Proprietor of the 
Drtard Hotel. 

Among tho well known residents of Vio- 
toria, Mr Louia Redon of tho Driard has 
been especially prominont. Aa tho head of 
that establishment ho haa been well known 
almost tho world over, and his peraonal 
qualities, particularly those inherltod by 
him as a bou of Franoe, attracted to him 
many of those with whom ho daily came in 
contact. It may bo said of him that he 
made it his businoes to cultivate hia custom- 
era and to do hia utmoat to meet their viewB 
whether within hia own particular domain 
as a hotel man or to give them correct ideua 
aa to what they expootod on coming to thia 
coaat. It has been evident for aomo yoarB 
that Mr. Redon was in a dolicato condition 
of health, although ho maintained hia ac- 
customed choerfulneBB and sociability. 
Something like two years ago ho was 
taken ill and by tho advice of 
Dr. Davie took a trip to tho Southern 
States, roturning in apparently giod health, 
but this did not las» and at times he has 
been more or less ailing. Yesterday after- 
noon feeling tomewhat agitated over busi- 
ness matters ho wont up to his room ; but 
instead ot feeling better fainted away and 
did not recover concoiouanesa. Although 
everything possible was dono for him ho 
died at about threo o'clock. Mr. Louis 
Redon was born in Porijoux, Franco, about 
fifty-six yeuro ago, and leavoa a widow and 
Boveral brothers, tho luttor of whom reeide 
in Mew Orleans. It ia something like 
twenty yeara since Mr. Redon arrived 
in British Columbia, shortly afterwards 
going into the Omineca country, 
of which ho was a pioneer. Tho estimation 
in which ho waB held by tho now comors 
waa vBry great, but like many of them he 
failed of auccaBa aa a miner, and com- 
ing to Victoria connooted himself with the 
Colonial hotel, at that time conducted by 
Mr. Lucaa. About fifteen yeara ainno he 
joined Mr. Hartnaglo, of the Driard, and on 
the latter'a death entered into partnership 
with Mr. Gus Hartnaglo. Deceaaod waa 
a man of moro than common enterpriso, and 
roadily gave hiB co-operation and financial 
assistance to any feaaiblo enterprise calcul- 
ated to promote the interests of tho city and 
province. Mr. Redon enjoyed considerable 
peraonal popularity and hia death will be 
deeply regretted by a large circle of friends 
who heartily sympathize with the widow in 
her bereavement.

Bark Southern Chief Is Abandoned— 
The Vessel Wrecked From Stem 
to Stern, 



D. S. Reveuue Cutter "Grant"— 
Steaiii>-r ■• Umatilla " Breaks All 
Her Previous Records. 



Pout Townsend, Doo. 24. — (Special)— 
The bark Southern Chief became water- 
logged last Thurnday 54 miles aouth-weab of 
Cape Flattery and w*h abandoned. The 
orew wore taken off and brought into port 
by the barkontlno Skagit, which arrived 
here yeBterday morning. The Chief loaded 
970,000 feet of lumber at Taooma, and sailed 
for Port Adelaide, Australia, last Tuosday. 
The tug Wanderer oaBt her off on Wednes- 
day afternoon at five o'clock five miles out- 
side of the Cape, before an east southeast 
wind. She waB carrying easy sail, and 
about throe o'olook Thursday morning the 
wind increased into a moderate gale. The 
Balls woro shortened down and by five 
o'olook tho gale was blowing quite stiff and 
& heavy soa made tho ship labor hoavily. 
The Coiof was about fifty miles southwost of 
tho Cape. By seven o'clock tho sea had 
strained tho old bark so much that she bo 
gan to open up foro and aft and to fill, do 
spite tho efforts of tho steam pump. Cap 
tain Plum then ordered the deck load 
thrown overboard Tho docks opened up 
and aapaizad the boiler. When liO.C'JO tout 
of lumber had been joltisoned tho wholo 
Btorn of the voasol carried away, every 
seam appeared to open up and the Boa 
poured freely into tho sinking lurk. The 
pumps woro of no use. The sea washed tho 
veBBel from stem to stern. At noon the 
wind wont down and tho orew woro the 
Bhip around to tho eastward. Her steering 
gear was gono and it was impossible to gee 
tho derelict up to the Capo. On Thursday 
night a vobboI passed close by, which Capt. 
Plum thought to be the Bhip C. F. Sur- 
mount ; although signals were ilieplayed the 
vossel did not heavo to. The cabin and 
forecastle were flooded and it was impos 
Bible to stay by the ship if tho weather be- 
came any more unsettled. Kirly Friday 
morning the barkontine Skagit, from San 
Pedro for Port Gamble, oame along and 
took tho crew on board. Nothing else waa 
taken from the Chief. Ooly one of her 
crow, an able seaman, waa injured, his leg 
being slightly ji>mmod. 

Tno Southern Chief was in comm-ind of 
Capt. W. W. Plum, formerly of the bark 
James Cheston, and hiB first and second of- 
ficers woro John J. Grant and George L'n- 
den. She was bulltin liith, Me., in 1857 ; 
was 187 feet long, 38 feet in beam and 'li 
feet deep. For a long time she has been 
deemed unseaworthy. It waa iho intention 
of her ownera to have sold hor down in 
Australia thia trip. The Chief was valuod 
at $7,000, uninsured, and tho cargo waa 
worth $10,000, fully oovered by Insurance. 
W. H. Talbot and Ronton, Holmes &, Co. 
each owned a third, W. H. Boole two 
ninths, and one-ninth by the lattor's former 
partner, Middlemas. Captain J. B Libby, 
of the Pugot Sound tug boat company, aent 
two tuga out yeBterday to find and tow the 
Chief into port. The woather was calm 
yeaterday off the Capo and it is quite likely 
that she will be picked up. 

The United States revenue cutter Grant, 
which tbe seoretaryof the treaaury recently 
ordered out to search for the missing and 
overdue "easels that are suppled to have 
met with dieaBter off the NorthweBt coast, 
after being at Boa twenty. four hours, return- 
ed to port yesterday morning, and was sur- 
prised to learn of the loss of the bark 
Southern Chief. Shipping men generally 
condemn what thay describo aa the burlesque 
search made by the Grant on several oc- 
casions rooently, and have aent a petition to 
Washington asking that Captain Tczler be 
transferred to aome other station and that a 
commander be aBsigned to the Grant who 
will make efforts to assist vessels in distress. 

THK "UMATILLA" AS A RECOIID BREAKER. 

The Umatilla arrived from California at 
3.15 o'clock yesterday, completing the fast 
est trip Bho has ever made from San Fran 
ciooo. Sho had, too, the smallest freight 
for Viotoria sho haa ever brought hero, 
amounting in all to but twenty tons. Her 
pissenger list for thia pert waa correspond 
ingly small, the names upon it being aa fol 
lows : P. E. Llnsoy, Mra. U. J. Robinson, 
Misa M. Goodwin, MiaB A. Goodwin. Thia 
Hat is similar in size to that outward by tho 
Walla Walla, which Bailed last evening. 
Tho names appearing on the latter list are : 
Mrs. H. R. Clarko, Misa A. Hirrhon, 
Harry Trotter and Leo Do Sing.

The Czar's Pledge Loosens the RotbcblldS' 
Purse Strings— Plenty of Money 
iu Kurope. 

New York, Doo. 24 —Tho following waa 
recontly publiahed iu a olaaa paper which 
circulates around Wall stroot : Wo havo 
Boon a letter just rocoivod from one of tho 
largest banking houseB in Holland. It Bays: 
Wo aro now proparod to nogotiato for first- 
class railroad socuritiea in tho United Statos 
on a 5 or por oont. basis. Tho road must 
bo completed. Also for any first claea 
manufacturing eatablishmont. Alto for any 
first olaBB gold mine, in one of 
tho Pacific States preferred. The 
gontlemun who rocoivod this lotter 
has very recontly roturned fiom Kurope. 
Ho says money 1b abundant abroad, and 
there has beon a remarkablo gain In confi- 
d-noe bocauso of a fact which, while woll 
known thero, doos not stem to bo knuwu 
horo. It is that after tho present Czar of 
Russia took tho oath of oiiioo ho mado a 
porBonal pledge to the RDthsohllds that thero 
should bo no war In Kuropo fur at loaat two 
years. Tho Rothschilds havo a similar 
plodgo from other rulers, and aro very con- 
fidently invostlng their money as tho roauit 
of it. Sooner or later this money will turn 
into American Investments. My own ex- 
perience dooB not oonfirm tho statement that 
Europe la afraid of our currency system. 
My frionds aro satisfied that in duo courto 
of time Amerioa will right Itself in that line. 



PRACTICAL FEDERATION. 

CanHillnn Officers In the Imperial Service— 
The Royal Canadian Regiments. 

Noticing tho appointment of Gentleman 
Cadet Frederick Christian Honekcr, from 
tho Royal Military Collego, Kingston, to a 
commission in tho Prinoo of Wales' Regi- 
ment (Royal Canadians) Iho N*val and 
Military G.znto says : "The appointment 
of a oadot fiom the Royal Milituiy College 
at Kings'on, Canadu, to aoommiseion in the 
Prince uf Wales' LeinBter Regiment (Royal 
Canadian)), which was unnounced iu the 
London Guzette of last Tuesday, la a very 
appropriate way to foster an interest In this 
regiment among our fallow subjeots in the 
Dominion, Although tho primary title of 
this gallant regiment is acsooiated with a 
province of Ireland, yet its original conneo 
tioa with Canada cannot be overlooked, and 
Indeed many arguments might be adduced 
In favor of the restoration of its hoadquart 
ers to Canadian soil Although tho officers 
and soldiers of the Royal Canadians are 
almost to a man rooruited from tho mother 
oountry, yet thoir sympathies aro largely 
with the colonial origin of their regiment, 
and they have opotly expressed thoir desiro 
that the maple leaf might Ami a place on 
their head gear and collars. But although 
we advocate tho restoration (f this regiment 
to Ub native soil, we by no means desiro to 
see It sever its oonntction with the regular 
Imporial army. On the oontrary, its return 
to Canada might bo mado the first stop to- 
wards the realisation of the ardent dream of 
many for givl g practical t ffoot to the idoa of 
Imperial Federation. With thoir own regi- 
ment to care for, tho Canudian8 would fiud 
a new iotoreot In thoir military collego, and 
instead of a few isolated oasea of appoint- 
ments to the Imporial army it would bo our 
pleasure to record mora numerous selections 
from the youth of Canada to add stroogth to 
our forces and promote tho unity of Imperial 
defence."

TRUE AND FALSE EDUCATION. 

Book Learning In Often » Superficial Ad- 
vantage — A Common Error, 

All men nml women who by native 
justico of mind or ncqru-.i freodoiu 
from prejudice havo been i' bio to con- 
sider tho matter in tho abstract must 
havo become convinced that the tenden- 
cy to jndKi) a person merely by his col- 
lected treasures of book learning is an 
erroneous one, and that tho idea of con- 
necting tho term "education" solely 
with schools and eolloges is false. Educa- 
tion in its best sense means not the cram- 
ming in of a knowledge of accomplish- 
ed facts, but a drawing out and devel- 
oping of natural powors. A woman may 
bo an excollent Greek scholar. Sho may 
bo informed as to tho successive events 
of history and 6cienco; sho may havo 
had as thorough an education in the 
technical sense of tho word as sho is ca- 
pablo of receiving, yet sho may bo as 
narrow minded, as faulty in hor modo 
of thought and as lnckiug iu wisdom as 
if sho did not know tho alphabet. In 
fact, in tho broader sense, slio has abso- 
lutely no education, because other per- 
sons' thoughts have been forced Into hor 
head instead of her own ideus being rec- 
ognized and encouraged to develop. 
Strength and decision of character, 
quick reasoning powers and keen obser- 
vation aro as desirable results of a courso 
of training as a knowledge of ancient 
history and tho differential calculus. 
One of tho commonest of errors, espe- 
cially among women, is that of assum- 
ing that education consists in tho heap- 
ing up of pieces of information, and 
that a person who has not an unfailing 
Bupply of facts at his tongue's end is 
stupid, unrefined arid inferior. Mere 
scholarship, although an advantage, is 
a superficial ono. Unaided it cannot 
mako a narrow mind broad nor an un- 
decided character decided. To institute 
it as tho standard by which to judge the 
depth and mental power of one's frionds 
is to mako a mistake for which a life- 
time can sometimes not atone.

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CHRISTMAS IN THE 
REG IONS. 



(A rcminisconco.) 
The Polar expedition of 1875 loft Ports- 
mouth on the 2!)tli of May, and on the 
20th of August arrived at Lady Franklin 
Sound in hit. 81" -Id'. A snu^ anchorage 
having been found closo to tho shore in a 
beautiful and well sheltered buy, it was 
decided that tho Discovery should remain 
there for the winter, while the Alert 
Bhould push on as far as possible to the 
North. On tho day of their arrival a 
herd of nine musk oxon was sighted, tho 
whole of which were shot by the officers 
and the meat divided between the two 
ships. The next day tho Alert " patted 
company " and tho Uiscoeery heard 
nothing of her till tho following spring, 
although she advanced no greater a dis- 
tance towards the Polo than seventy 
miles by tho coast lino or fifty in a 
straight lino, having boon beset by tho 
heavy Polar iee while still inside RoD< 
channel and there kept prisoner betweoi 
a grounded tloe borg and tho beach till 
the following summer ; and as the ia 
Robeson channel was moving southward 
tho whole winter no commui ication was 
possible, although Lieut. Wyatt Kawson 
a Canadian (who was afterwards fatally 
wounded in tho Egyptian campaign and 
died at Malta) aiid a sledyo crow wore 
taken north for that purpose. 

On the 1st of September the Discovery 
was frozen in and on the 6th it was pos 
sible to walk ashore on tho ice. At this 
time all streams had coasod running, and 
whorever there had boon a pond of fresh 
water there was good skating. Imme- 
diate preparations wore made for tho 
winter, and a depot of provisions and 
storeB was formed ashore in case any ac- 
cident happened to tho ship. All tho 
sledge do«s, about twonty in number, 
were landed, ai.d four sheep that had 
been brought from England wore landed 
also, the dogs in ono pen and the sheep in 
another ; but directly tho dogs wore 
placod in their pen they jumped over the 
tenco and worried tho sheep so that they 
had to bo killed at once ; after which tho 
dogs wore allowed their liberty. On the 
Kith of October tho sun was seen for tho 
last time for tho year, his upper limit just 
showing above tho hills in Beooel Bay, 
although for the next day or two tho sun 
light tipped the southorn faces of tho 
hills to the north. After this the dark 
noss deepened rapidly, and by tho end of 
the month most of the stars woro visible 
at noon. A little snow fell occasionally, 
but not much, as only about two feet fell 
during tho whole winter, and by Christ- 
mas there was somewhat less than a foot. 
Tho men shovelled the snow away on a 
track a mile long and about 8 foet wide, 
starting from the ship and returning in a 
somewhat circular direction, and as this 
was kept cloar tho whole winter walking 
exercise could be taken at all times. The 
5th of November, Guy Fawkes day, was 
celebrated by the ship's company iu tho 
old-fashioned style, a "guy " with squibs 
and crnckers in his inside being placed on 
a slodge and dragged in procession round 
the ship, headed by the drum and fifo 
band. A bon fire with an old tar barrel 
on it was lighted and tho guy was placed 
on tap. HuinorouB speeches were made; 
thero was dancing to the band and the 
BquibB and crackers went off amidst gen- 
eral hilarity. This took place on a dark, 
cloudy afternoon, tho lurid flames, with 
tho nun surrounding and tho ship as a 
luckground, forming a Bceno not easily 
forgotten. 

During tho early part of D^comber the 
sky being generally ovurcast the darkness 
at noon was as great as at midnight. The 
moon rose on the 4th an J set on the 16th, 
but owing to tho froztn moisture in the 
air sne generally appeared as a bright 
patch in the sky, at which times wo had 
those Arctic lunar phenomena, para-so- 
lona — rings and crosses ; which had a 
very pretty and novel ell'ect. When the 
sky was clear she shone m full splendor, 
and bright moonlight for a week at a 
stretch formed one of tho most unique 
and interesting of tho sights that aro pe- 
culiar to high latitudes. 

Tho temperature gradually became 
more tevero till the greatest cold — 5-1° — 
was reached on the 24th, and it remained 
about tho same till the end of the year, 
although tho minimum temperature of 
tho winter was not reached till the fir.it 
week iu March, when the thermometer 
registered 72*. Tho young ico had only 
reached a thickness of two feet at Christ- 
nn.8, possibly tho tidal currents having 
something to do with this slow increase, 
in fact tho warmth of tho water striking 
through the ico kept the lower pa- 1 of 
tho snow soft, whiie the cold air formed 
a hard crust about two inches thick on 
the surface, through which people's feet 
broke when about halt their weight was 
placed on it; tho jerk together with tho 
exertion of pulling their feet out of the 
hole made rendered walking on tho i^e 
both ditlicult and oxhaus'ing. 

This year Christmas day fell on a Satur- 
day and tho slumbers of the otlicors were 
rudely dispelled by the church choir under 
tho leadership of Sergeant Willington, R. 
M.A., with his llutina, singing " While 
shepherds watched their Hocks by night.'' 
It was perfectly dark and no one but tho 
men hud any idea of tho time, but it 
transpired afterwards that it was about 4 
o'clock. Tho men had already boon to 
Captain Stephenson's cabin a% and after 
singing in tho ward room thoy went on 
tho lower deck and sung two more hymns, 
their voices sounding mellow through the 
bulk-heads. There was no more sleep, 
for memories of boyhood's Christmas, 
with the waits and parties, Christinas, 
at sea mid in foreign ports, Christmas, 
at home, and thoughts as to what waa 
transpiring at homo on this Christinas 
day passed along in succession till it 
seemed a relief when the familiar sounds 
of the cooks and servants preparing for 
tho duties of tho day and lighti appearing 
proclaimed tho time for turning out. Tho 
morning was cloar and starlight, and tho 
only sound that broke the stillness out- 
side our microcosm being an occasional 
cracking noise of the tide breaking tho 
ice along the shore or a snarl amongst tho 
dogs. There was no sickness in the ship 
and the greatest good nature prevailed. 
Tho mess mustered for inspection as on a 
Sunday, after which there was church 
aerviee, Christmas hymns being sung and 
an appropriate sermon preached by the 
chaplain, Rev. Chas. Hudson. This to k 
place on tho lower deck amidst tho sin 11 
of tho various viands that woro in the 
process of cooking at tho ship's galley, 
which was situated for tho sake of tho 



POLAR warmth in this part of tho 
ship. This was a mistake, how- 
ever, for the fumes and steam given 
off pervaded the lower deck at all times 
during tho day, tho former wlion such 
joints as musk ox woro cooking being very 
noxious, while tho latter condensed on 
tho beams and deck above and dropped 
off on tho mon's heads or down their 
necks. But as condensation on the beams 
took place everywhere in the ship where 
there was any warmth it was customary 
to wipe tho drops off tho beams in tho 
cabins before the occupants retired to 
rest, otherwise they would most probably 
bo startled in tho night by an immense 
drop falling on thoir ear or on their nose. 
The following example will show how tho 
moisture condensed and froze. In the 
month of March when the light hud suf- 
ficiently advanced to enable people to 
see during some hours of tho day Lieut- 
Rawson was sent with a dog-sledge, to 
open communication between the two 
ships (a ten days' journey each way), ai d 
'■■> his arrival at tho Discovery lie pro- 
ceeded to take down somo articles lie had 
stowed on shelves overhead before ho left 
the ship tho previous August, when to 
his astonishment, he found them frozen 
to a solid muss. This was particularly 
disappointing in tho case of packets of 
matches, but did not matter much if it 
woro a pair of boots or a towel. During 
tho cold wouther the heads of bolts 
through the knees and planks were cov- 
ered with a bottom of ico that had to bo 
removed occasionally. 

Hut to resume— After church the men 
proceeded to decorate thoir messes. 
Photographs of friends at home were pro- 
duced and placed to tho best advantage, 
while any articles of an ornamental kind 
woro brought in to add to the decorations. 
Extra provisions wero served out from 
the ship's stores, and as tho principal 
joints consisted of roust (musk-ox) beef 
and mutton that had been hanging in 
that capacious cold storage, the air, oinee 
the end of August ; and the plum pud- 
dings were brought from home, there was 
little apparent difference between Christ- 
mas on the lower deck in the Polar re- 
gions and in the Tropics, eseept that this 
was spent entirely by lamp light. While 
preparations for dinner were proceeding, 
a variety of presents that had been sent 
on board by friends in England and 
Queenstown for distribution at this time, 
wero opened out. One lurge box consist- 
ed of useful articles, such as mits, com- 
forters, knives, etc., while another con- 
sisted altogether of toys. Tho latter 
wero served out first, and it was quite 
amusing to see a marine or bluejacket 
playing witn a jack-in-the-box or a mon- 
key or a stick, a whistle or a trumpet. 
Mino was a man with heavy arms that 
revolved rapidly when a string was 
pulled. I put it carefully away in a 
drawer and gave it to the little daughter 
of the Governor of Greenland, at Egedes- 
mende, when tho ship returned South 
the following year. Tho other boxe-3 it 
was thought best to put away till the 
evening. At noon, Captain Stephenson, 
accompanied by tho ollicers, as is the 
usuil custom at Christmas on men-of-war, 
went the rounds of the lower deck, and 
found everything in readiness for the sig- 
nal to com menoe. "The Roast Beef of 
Old England" was sung by the glee club, 
and then "God Save tho Queen " by all 
hands. Three choora were given for tho 
Captain, then threo more for the expedi- 
tion with such heartiness that the very 
beams echoed again, after which tho men 
wero left to enjoy their dinners. We bad 
Esquimaux hunter with us named 
Hans Hetndrich, a native of Proven, who 
had been with Kane and Hayes in their 
expeditions, and also with Captain Hall; 
on which expedition he had his wife and 
family with him, all of whom formed that 
part of tho ship's company who had spent 
the winter on a floe, and in the spring 
were rescued by a sealer and taken to St. 
John's, Newfoundland. This Hans was 
a great meat eater, so great that when he 
was placed in a mess with tho petty 
officers, they petitioned for his removal, 
on the ground that ho was eating them 
out of house and homo. He was removed 
and g : ?n a doublo allowance of meat. 
i\.t tins time ho was in his element, and 
as thero was no stint, he of all others 
onjoyed his Christmas dinoer. 

The officers' dinner time was 2:.'!0, and 
the interval was spent by them in various 
ways. Somo went for a ramble in the 
starlight, somo (tho Campanalogical Club 
lyed on tho hand bolls, while others 
sung at tho piano. The novelties at the 
officers' table consisted of fish (perhaps 
Fraser river), mutton cutlets, haunch of 
mutton, roast turkey (roasted in Eng- 
land), green peas and other vegetables 
(canned, of course), plum pudding (made 
at home), and tho usual des-ert. Thus 
with mirth and good humor the afternoon 
ickly passed. 

In tho evening tho remainder of the 
Christmas presents wero distributed, but 
these consisted of useful articles, thero 
w»s more pleasure in their reception. 

The officers had tea about ti. .'10, aftor 
which there was a concert on the lower 
leek, and as there was no luck of musical 
alent, tho piano being played by Dr. 

iger, "out lights" came all too 
[uickly, and this terminated our Christ- 
uas in tho Polar regions.

A CHRISTMAS AT SEA. 

In November, 1870, I shipped as first 
officer on board the bark Annie McNairn, 
then lying in the port of Riohibncto, 
N. B., Laurence Hall, master. We wore 
loaded with lumber and bound for Glou- 
cester, Eng., and after waiting somo few 
days for a chance to cross tho bur wo 
linally commenced our voyage on Decem- 
ber ti, with a strong, fair wind, down tho 
Straits of Northumberland, and through 
tho (Jut of Canso, when wo wore fairly 
launched on the Atlantic, which at that 
time of tho year la not generally as smooth 
as a mill-pond The wind still favored 
us, but increased in strength all tho time, 
until wo wore running under reefed foio- 
sail, lower main topsail and fore topmast 
staysail. The glass kept steadily fulling, 
and the wind hauling to tho eastward we 
wero compelled to heave her to, Those 
who have sailed much in that stormy re- 
gion will know how quickly the wind will 
jump from the soutueast to northwest 
and that it ia advisable to bo prepared. 
Consequently we were hove to on the 
starboard tack. 

This was on tho 10th. Tliero waa a 
tremendous sea running, which ovory 
now and then would break over us with 
fearful forco, until tho 12di, when tho 
climax camo. This climax was tho loss 
of our bowsprit jib Doom with all attached. 
Tina curried away with it our fore 1 op- 
mast and tho head of the foremast, just 
above the eyes of the rigging ; our 
maintopninst and all above it went 
to keep tho rest company. Wo 
got tho wreck e'eurod by cutting 
away what gear and rigging wo could, 
und ut about ei a lit bells the next morn- 
ing tho a. a, not content with what dam- 
are it had done, paid us another visit in 
tho shape of a huge comber, coining over 
abaft the fore rigging and completely 
gutting the cabin and so quickly as not 
to give us a chance to gee anything to 
tho f rsard house. In fact tho captain's 
wile, who was with us, did not save a 
puir of boots, aa wo hurried her from hor 
room with what few articles of dress we 
could grab in the hurry. 

Fortunately the forward house had 
been built with the frame of tho ship and 
not merely bolted to tho frame as many 
used to be. Wo got her there us quickly 
as wo could, and t must say a braver 
little woman never went to sou, for 
she neithor fainted nor shrieked, but 
acted like a seusiblo woman and aa a cap- 
tain's wifo should. To our dismay, we 
found the bark making water, altn iugh 
ho was a new vessel. I at once gave tho 
cook orders to get all tho beef and pork 
cooked that lie could, and it Is well that I 
d d so. Tho third mate went to the 
la?aretto to get up somo barrels of bread, 
while tha second mate and crow wero 
making preparations to get tho deck 
load ovorbuard. This was accomplished 
in timo. 

The next morning wo with great diffi- 
culty got a spare main yard overboard 
with a hawser bout to it to act as a drag to 
keep her head up to tho wind, yet that 
did not prevent another visit from King 
Neptune, and this time the gully range 
was completely broken to pieces, hardly a 
piece ono foot square escaping. That 
left us without fire or a chance to cook 
any moro. 

Still our troubb s wero not at an end, 
for the bark had made so much water 
that tho decks commenced to have a de- 
cided crown in them, so wo were forced 
to take off the hatches and let tho air 
escape and prevent our decks from burst- 
ing open. 

Most of tho water had been from tho 
deck, tho hull being aa sound aa could be, 
so we got to work i n the punips, and 
after threo days and two nights succeeded 
in getting her freed. Tne wind having 
moderated, we made what tail we could 
and proceeded toward our destination. 
By this timo our cooked provisions were 
exhausted aud we had to come down to 
raw pork and biscuit But what a feast 
we had Christmas day ! As good luck 
would have it, ono of tho crew found 
a lew dry matches ; then there was ro- 
joicing. And how carotully we guarded 
these matches until we got some dry 
shavings and made a small fire on tho 
cabin So >r (which was like one big room 
not a partition in it), and each one had 
a pointed stick and a piece of pork toast- 
ing on the end of it ! That indeed was a 
royal feast — roast turkey never tas ed 
better — for those who had been subsist- 
ing for seventeen days on raw pork. 

However, all things must have an ond- 
iim, and wo linally made Penarth Roads, 
where tho captain at once took his wifo 
ashore and sent us off provisions. 

Since then f have spent many a Christ- 
mas at sea. somo p'easant oneo in differ- 
ent parts of the world, but norer have 1 
hud such a tough ono aa on my first voy- 
age as first mute.

Charles EL Park hurst of Now York, is 
a refreshing exponent of the "new wo- 
man" iu tho best senso of that much 
abused term. "My interests have always 
boon identical with those of my hus- 
band, as every wife's should be, " she 
said me not lone; ago as wo chatted iu 
her pleasant homo. "I think, howover, 
tho time has come for women to partic- 
ipate more actively, take more vital in- 
terest in public affairs, keep informed 
relative to till public measures pertain- 
ing to tho welfare of the family and so- 
ciety at large.

Mrs. Parkhurst was n banker's daugh- 
ter of Noifhamptou, Mass. , whoro her 
girlhood passed. 

As Ella Bodmnn sho attended tho 
Willistou seminary, Easthamptou. In 
her teacher sho met. her future husband. 
At tho ond of two years thoy were mar- 
ried. The professor having decideil to 
become a minister, the youthful couplu 
sailed for Leipsic, where Dr. Parkhurst 's 
theological studies were completed. His 
first call was to Lenox, Mass., whero 
began Mrs. Parkhurst's discipline as a 
minister's wife. From this rural dis- 
trict tho doctor was called iu 1880 to 
una o' the wealthiest and most influen- 
tial churches of New York — tho Madi- 
son Square Presbyterian.

She 
was the doctor's amanuensis until His 
correspondence preceding the Lexow leg- 
islative investigating conimittoo became 
so onerous that tho services ot" a pro- 
fessional secretary were imperative It 
is Mrs. Parkhurst who has sustained tho 
celebrated divine in the darkest hours 
of persecution, when every moil brought 
letters threatening his life and the press 
misunderstood his motives and in somo 
ensos maligned them. It is sho who 
screens him now from importunate vis- 
itors, patiently listens to every tale of 
woe, makes appointments and welcomes 
or sends away every caller with a smilo 
or a word of hope and comfort. 

Mrs. Parkhurst, despite tho publicity 
that has been thrust upon her, is a vory 
domestic woman. The family residence, 
which is a pleasant walk from tho 
church, is under hor personal surveil- 
lance. Sunday evenings she prepares tea 
herself in their up stairs sitting room.

Sho is an inveterate 
traveler and every summer accompa- 
nies tho doctor in his Alpine mountain 
climbs, the one recreation that recuper- 
ates him for his arduous duties as popu- 
lar pastor and aggressive social reform- 
tr.

A i.D MrjNN opposed tho proposition, 
holding that there is plenty of homo talent 
available, and also questioning the vaIuo of 
the testimonials offered by Mr. Hawks as 
any evidence nf hie expertuoRS in tho mattor 
of filtration works. Though all specially 
prepared for the occasion, uouo of them de- 
olaro his praotbal knowledgo of waterworks 
affaire. Ho thought it would be showing 
ex'raordinary contidenoo in on entire 
stranger <o give him carto blancho as pro- 
posed. Ho was uot at all suro that Mr. 
Hawks is not simply a faddist in his idea of 
upward li Itrat ion. 

Ald LkDINOHAM gave hia roiaons for 
seconding the motion, declaring that ho 
hud writton to the PostTatelliger.cer of 
Seattle, which had written up iho Tacoma 
waterworks affair, and got an answer in no 
way damaging to Mr. Hawka. While op- 
posed to giving to an outsider work which 
could be done by our own cit'zons ho had not 
bejrd one other name yet tu^eated. 

Ai.d. Humphrey would liko to give the 

preference to any local man, hue whother 
from modesty or hec*uso thero are none pro- 
parod to do tho work thero havo been no 
applications to the council. 

Ald HARRIS supposed tho matter to bo 
cut and driod already, but wished to point 
ont, howevor, that we have a thoroughly 
oapablo man in our own city engineer, 
and that thero aro other local men who 
c»n " walk round " Mr. Hiwks in every 
respect— in tho construction of filter bedB or 
any other work. Ho would oppose tho im- 
portation of this or any other fureign labor. 

Tho letter of Mr. Hiwks being looked 
up, it was found that the offer thero made 
is not the same as that recommended for 
acceptance by the oommittee. 

Ald Styles pretested against importiug 
from the Sound an engineer of no repute- 
so far aa known here, and whoso testi- 
monials say in eil-.ob simply that ho is 
a good living ma jd an honest one. No 
doubt he is all that, hut aomothing moro is 
required in an export engineer. Ho feared 
that if Mr. Hawka wero appointed he would 
bo allowed to import several othor foreigner 
to work undor him, on the plea that if ho is 
to bo held responsible ho must be allowed 
to choose men satisfactory to him. While 
he wished to eeo an expert employed, this iB 
not the sort of man he desired. 

ALD. Via ELI US said if it could bo pro- 
vided that Mr. Hawks Bhould not bring in 
any men from tho outside ho would not ob- 
ject to the motion, 

The Mayor thought tho consulting 
engineer would have nothing to do with the 
employment of men. 

Ald. BAKED strongly opposed tho reso- 
lution, thinking that there It brains ouough 
in Victoria to draw plans for a filter bed, 
and to read tho plans and carry them out. 
Ho onticipated tho very difficulty men- 
tioned by Aid. Styles in tho mattor of bring 
ing in other labor on one excuse and an 
other. He thought tho present waterworks 
foreman, for instance, quite us capablo as 
Mr. Hawks of carrying out thin work, for 
which it in proposed to pay this stranger 
upwards of $4,000. If the council would 
call for competitive plans thero would be 
found to be no lack of local men prepared to 
undertake tho work. 

Alii Keith-Wilson said no ono pro- 
posed to employ labor from ot.tside tho 
city, but it is desired to get the very best 
talent to aflsiBt tho engineer in the construc- 
tion of tho filter bods. Ho considered Mr. 
Hawka' reputation us an engineer to bo un- 
doubted. Ho contrasted tho present objec- 
tions with the action of some rcembers of 
the board i.-; accepting without a murmur 
tho other outBido expert who was employed 
for tho electric light workB. Ho thought 
that in connection with tho simple fillers 
designed by Mr. Hawks, and which had 
Bhown tho utter worthlo-sness of tho sup- 
posed filtration of seven or eight years ago, 
that gentleman had demonstrated the valuo 
of IiIb ideas, to suy nothing of tho eovorul 
other suggestions ho hud given gratia. Ho 
considered that Mr. Huwka has already 
given almoBt tho value of the two and a half 
per cent, proposed to bo paid him if em- 
ployed. 

Ald Munn moved in umnndmont, 
seconded by Aid. Harris, that competitive 
plans bo oallod for, receivable up to January 
21, for filter bods of a capacity of threo 
milium gallons daily, a premium of $500 to 
bo dfferod for tho beat. 

After much discussion tho motion aa thus 
amended was carried on this division : 
For — Aid. Harris, Munn, linker, Stylos and 
Vigelius— 5 Against — Aid. Keith-Wilson, 
Lodingham, Dwyor and Humphrey— 4. 

Tho council adjourned ut 10 .'10 p.m.
